Brigham's death, and her "days of mourn- 
ing" were probably long enough to add zsst 
to the new courtship.

It used lo ba a common remark among 


the more intelligent of his wive: tbat tha 
lack of refinement in Amelia and her taste 
for vulgar repart3es an.l witticism was the 
main attraction that kept the old propbet at 
her side. He certainly enjoyed her society 
and wai afraid of her tongue, which he 
know she could use to his mortification and 
disad-antage, not only in his household, but 
in the church and wherever she might 
choose to do so. Unless ovarythin; w ent to 
suit her will, she nntle things for the 
prophet very lively. Her whims, freaksand 
high tamper were all borne with uncom- 
plaining patienca by Brighara Youn;, while 
all tha ro-t of tha family wondered. For 
over all his wives an-1 children he held a 
kind of dignified reserve end awe tbat made 
them all reticent and sile:it in hu presence. 
Amelia was tbe only exception.

VIEWING THE COUNTRY. 


Its Own Protector. 


The Enterprise obnorvea: 
Major Powell has recommended what he 
alls the tank system of irrigation. His 
dea is tbat each ranch should have a 
eservoir fiom which to diaw the water 
letded. To this tbe objection is at once 
ruised from many quarters that evapora- 
ion will be too greut, and tbat some pro 
action mast be provided against the glare 
of our clear, hot sky. That the evapora- 
ion from numerous ponds will be greatc! 
hut) from a single great reservoir musl 
necessarily be admitted, aud it is ex- 
rerafly probable that at first it would be 
;o extensive os to be a eerioua drain upon 
he supply. We are obliged to consider 
oss by evaporation from even the largest 
reservoir as an appreciable waste, and the 
ncreaso from a largely increased surface 
might be such as to make a scarcity wbei 
most need-d. Bnt, though at first exposed 
o cloudless skies, the artificial lakes will, 
by their distribution over the land, create 
conditions for their own protection, 'i'hsre 
will be no rapid change, but the evapora 
ion from the wide area over which the 
water will be spread by innumerable 
ditches will form a shield of clouds thai 
will oiessurably lessen the action of thi 
ays of heat from lha biiu. As the area 
placed under cultivation increases, cloui 
retaining ability of the atmosphere will 
ncri'HBed, and iu cource of time a canop; 
of clouds dnrinf! mJ Summer will be o£ ns 
common occurrence as in the humid Ei 
By assisting undue iu the beginning with 
a Invteb baud wo will give the rjecessnr; 
moisture to tho atnio.si'bere 'o euabli 
clouds of neiibity sufficient lo form shndi 
to suspend themselves over our luud 
They will leceive accessions of vupor fson 


low until evaporation saturates tho lib 
bcut nir and will bo ou wttch ready t 


uriist the nun clouds from the Southern 
Oceim. By tho roost fjraduril steps wil 
this chnuRu bo efft-ctcd; but as the area o 
irrigation widens the Btcps \7ill be greater 
und tbe tiuin will come when small pond 
will be safe custodians of tho farmers 
store of water.
